None of the citations listed above disclose an antenna with, a linear array of active monopole antenna elements 
u>e relative heights of successive elements having substantially logarithmic relationships, impedance matching 
circuits for the active elements, and switching means for selecting one of the active elements while grounding 
the remaining active elements. Therefore claim 1 which defines all of these non-obvious features is novel and 
involves an inventive step in the light of these citations. In addition claims 2-16 which are appended to claim 1 
are therefore also novel and have an inventive step. 
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
